Pedro nació en la Ciudad de 
Parral, Chihuahua, México; en 
esta ciudad hizo sus estudios pri¬ 
marios y secundarios, quiso estu¬ 
diar arquitectura y se transladó 
a Chihuahua; logró estudiar diseño 
y la asignatura de auxiliar de 
arquitecto, se recibió y trabajó por 
unos cinco años como auxiliar de 
arquitecto. 

En 1955 parte de la familia del 
joven Yañez se vinieron a radicar 
en San José; su papá el Sr. Pedro 
Yañez y su esposa la Sra. Dolores 
de Yañez con algunos de sus her¬ 
manos, los otros hermanos se qi 
daron en Parral. El Sr. Yañez em- | 
pezó a trabajar en la construcción • 
en donde hasta la fecha sigue 
trabajando. 

La primera vez que Pedro 
Yañez Jr. vino a visitar a sus 
padres a San José le gusto el lugar 


y regreso a México a traer a su 
familia o sea su esposa Conchita 
y hu hija Martina que tenia sola¬ 
mente 7 meses de edad. Empezó 
a trabajar en San José como ayu¬ 
dante, de arquitecto duró unos dos 
años en su primer trabajo; por 
1 las noches estudiaba Inglés en una 
escuela de Campbell, también tra¬ 
bajó como dibujante algún tiempo, 
pero se dió cuenta de que traba¬ 
jando en la construcción podia : 
ganar más dinero y se dedicó a 
trabajar en la construcción. 

Desde muy joven Pedro fué 
aficionado a cantar, aunque no 
tuvo oportunidad de estudiar can¬ 
to. 

Cuando trabajaba y estudiaba 
en Chihuahua, un trio de trova¬ 
dores eran amigos de Pedro, una 
vez que se encontraron en una re¬ 
estación de radio que oyó como 
i cantó Pedro lo invitó para que 
cantara en la estación de radio en 
la que tuvo mucho éxito, muchas 
personas escribian a la estación y 
otras hablaban por teléfono, pi¬ 
diendo que cantara Pedro sus can¬ 
ciones favoritas; de allí fue invit¬ 
ado a tomar parte en la gira del 
Lie, Lopez Mateos en su campaña 
para la presidencia de la república. 

Cuando Pedro se casó se fué a 
San Luis Potosí con su esposa y 
trabajo como dibujante por dos • 
años, de San Luis se vino a radi¬ 
car a San José. Al llegar aquí 
Pedro se inscribió en un grupo 
musical que se llamaba Coral 
Mexicano bajo la dirección del 
Tenor y Maestro Sr. Don Carlos 
Casteñeda, ampliamente conocido 
en la localidad. El Maestro Carlos 
Castañeda se dió cuenta de que 
Pedro tenia buena voz y se em¬ 
peñó en ayudarlo, logrando que 
desarrollara su voz de tenor, con- 7 











virtiéndose en el solista de el gru¬ 
po que era invitado a cantar en las 
fiestas patrias, en programas cul¬ 
turales, en radio y en televisión, 
en toda el area de la bahía. 

Al disolverse el Coral Mexi¬ 
cano, el Tenor Pedro Yañez Jr. 
siguió cantando y ahora es cono¬ 
cido en todo el norte de Califor¬ 
nia; con frecuencia es llamado 
para que cante para organiza¬ 
ciones no lucrativas, también lo 
contratan para que cante en clubs 
sociales, en bodas, bautizos, ban¬ 
quetes, presentaciones artísticas y 
campañas políticas.

In this age of super-sonic jets, 
rockets in space and high-speed 
mass-transit, the distance oi 26 
miles is covered quickly. Even 
driving a car 26 miles is easily 
accomplished in a short period of 
time. 

But imagine running 26 miles. 
If you’re fantastic and in great 
shape, you can make it in three 
or four hours — of continuous 
running. If you’re goal is just to 
finish, you might make it in five. 

Twenty-six miles is exactly 
what 1,333 runners attempted in 
the sixth annual Paul Masson 
Champagne Marathon on Sunday, 
January 22, 1978. 

The course wound through 
Saratoga and Cupertino, up and 
down hills and through vineyards. 
It certainly wasn’t a leisurely 
jaunt around the block for week¬ 
end joggers. 

Number 670, the last runner 
completing the race, crossed the 
finish line after five hours and 
nine minutes. Most people would 
feel tired after driving five hours 
non-stop!

Many of the early finishers are 
top runners — Olympic hopefuls 
and previous marathon champions 
from around the world. They, 
finished between two and three 
hours. 

Those runners not in top shape 
started dropping out at the ten- 
mile mark. Many had set that as 
their goal. 

“I’m not in the kind of shape 
to go 26 miles, said Rick Parker 
of Fremont. “Maybe someday.” 

Yet many runners kept going, 
regardless of the increasing space 
between them and the leaders. 
Encouragement from cheering 
friends on the sidelines and just 
the pride of knowing you could 
make it, kept a majority of run¬ 
ners in the race. 

The second ten miles really 
separates the runners. They slow 
down and much of the fun chatter 
heard earlier is quieted. Mouths 
open. Sweat pours. Bodies ache. 

Then it happens. About the 20- 
mile mark, every runner in near¬ 
ly every marathon “Hits the 
wall,” as they refer to it. 

“Sometimes it hits you as early 
as 16, then you probably won’t 
finish. When you’re going good, 
it might came as late as mile 22 . 
But it will come. Guaranteed,” 
said Dan Cloeter, who finished 
third. 

He explained the runners’ body 
uses carbohydrates stored in the 
muscles to provide the energy 
needed to last the run. Since 
carbohydrate sugar can be stored 
in muscles for two days, expe¬ 
rienced runners fill themselves 
with noodles, bread and other 
starches a couple of days before 
the marathon, he added. 

“But no matter how much you 
store, it will usually only last up 
to 20 miles; then the body begins 
using its own Fat. The legs go 


rubber. The mind goes numb. 
Anything can happen,” Cloeter 
said. 

It hits just about every runner, 
no matter how much training they 
have, even the best. 

The first, second and third 
place winners could hardly speak. 
Brien Maxwell, the winner, was 
helped upstairs to the locker room 
by his wife.

During the next two hours, 
runners completing the race had 
difficulty standing up. 

“I was really hurting at the 21 
or 22-mile mark,” said Maxwell, 
a 28-year-old Canadian. “My 
breath was off and I was very 
tight. 

“I thought I had had it. I was. 
ready to drop out of the race com¬ 
pletely.” 

Yet he fought off the pain, run¬ 
ning on, while pacing his breath¬ 
ing: and rhythm. 

Maxwell, hoping to be in Mos¬ 
cow in 1980 as a member of the 13

Canadian Olympic team, clocked 
in and set a new coure record at 
2:20.6, smashing last year’s record 
of 2:29.1 set by Dr. Paul Thomp¬ 
son of Palo Alto. Thompson de¬ 
fended his title but came in 13th 
with a 2:34.48 time. 

Not only is Maxwell the Cana¬ 
dian national champion, but he 
teaches and studies at the Uni¬ 
versity of California, Berkeley. He 
is the track coach. During the past 
year, he has won the Trial’s End 
Marathon in Oregon (his second 
time winning) and came in thirl 
in the famous Boston Marathon. 

“I took this race seriously,” he 
said. 

So did Paul Masson, the race 
sponsor. Marathon chairman and 
founder, Mr. Dan O’Keefe, sent 



30.000 brochures throughout the 
world, hoping to attract more than 
the 450 participants of last year’s 
race. He succeeded in attracting 
Kenji Kimihara. 36. the national 
champion from Japan. Kimihara 
was in the Mexico City and 
Munich Olympics. Mr. O’Keefe is 
currently negotiating with the 
Mexican government to bring the 
Mexican national champion to 
1979’s marathon. 

Women and elders had a place 
in the marathon, too. Defending 
the women’s title was Penny De- 
Moss of Los Altos. And Walt 
Stack, age 70. finished his 6th 
marathon.

Noel Linicone, who runs as 
many marathons as he can for 
pleasure, heard about this one in 
Reno. 

“This is the most runners I 
have ever seen.” he exclaimed, 
shortly before a mass of runners 
almost a hundred yards long took 
off from the starting line. 

For whatevver reasons, they 
came. They ran. They felt the 
agony. They felt the ecstacy. 

“The magic to a marathon is 
this It’s just a bit more than the 
human body was designed to han¬ 
dle . . . By the time you’re six 
miles from the finish, you’ve used 
up all stored body energy. You’re 
running on energy that comes 
from someplace else. No matter 
what great shaep you’re in, run¬ 
ning the marathon always comes 
down to that.” Cloeter professed.
